'S EARLY WATER 


HISTORY REVEALED IN 


OF PIONEERS 


How Sato Gabriel River's LifMood Came to 


Be Partitioned Told bj? Searcher 


of Records Before Cltib 


Speaking before the Covina Rotary club on Thursday, Decem- 


ber 19, 1929, C. A. Griffith, manager of the Azusa Foothill Citrus 
company, gave a reminiscent talk on the origin of water develop- 
riient in the upper San Gabriel valley, with many interesting side- 
lights concerning the struggle to reach a proper and equitable di- 
vision of the water of the San Gabriel canyon.. While all that he 
said has a direct bearing on the development of the valley, his 
statement concerning the Compromise Agreement, which is now 
spoken of as the Committee of Nine, is of outstanding importance. 
A part of his address is as follows: 


By C. A. GRIFFITH 


"First, we will go into the owner- 


ship of the laud. We have to look 
back to 1838, when two men, Palo- 


< mares, and Vejar, owned a tremen- 
dous tract of land extending from 
the other side of Pomona, up to 
Citrus avenue, and known as the San 
Jose subdivision and San Jose addi- 
tion. A little later, a man named 
Don Louis Arenas petitioned Gov- 
ernor Alvarado for some land, and 
thru conferences and much urging 
on his part, one-third of this tremen- 
dous acreage of-the San Jose sub- 
division and San Jose addition was 
granted- to him, giving" him one- 
third of that tract of land which 
lies east of the approximate line of 
Citrus avenue at this time. 


"The beginning of the picture, so 


'far as the development of water was 
first undertaken in this county, came 
with the advent of Henry Dalton, an 
Englishman who came''to this country 
and purchased from Don Louis Are- 
nas his one-third interest, and which 
has been known ever since as the 
Azusa Bancho, giving him full .con- 
trol of the land from Azusa avenue 
to the line of the center of Mon- 
; rovia at this time. 


DALTON EMPIBE 


.'' Henry Dalton acquired this vast 


. empire of 45,28 Oacrea, of *land, in- 


cluding 700 head of cattle; and num- 
erous farm implements, for $7000. 
Then began the tremendous struggle 
thai Henry Dalton had all those 
many years fighting governmental 
surveys, both of this country and 
'the government of Mexico, until he 
had exhausted, all his funds. Then

noy him, among these, squatters! 
Lining Citrus avenue nortli of Co- 
vina, and along the line of Broad- 


•way, were numerous people who 


came in with the supposition, at 
least, that it was government land 
not under grant, and they were en- 
titled to squat there and take pos- 
session in that way. One very inter- 
esting 
character, Oliver 
Justice, 


seemed to be a thorn in the flesh of 
some people who tried to keep title 
to their land in those days. I think 
' he did keep his place on Broadway, 
and then, perhaps in disgust, moved 
up into the San Gabriel canyon and, 
with the exception of the time that 
he was called in the superior court 
at the trial of John Knox, he lived 
in the canyon for thirty-five years 
without coming out of it. He died a 
few days ago, and his body, I under- 
stand, was buried in the canyon that 
he loved. 


FI«ST WATEB USEBS 


"Henry Dawson and Andreas Du- 


arte were undoubtedly the first users 
of water in this vicinity. They tpok 
it out of the San Gabriel river in a 
small mud ditch on this side, and car- 
ried it along on Eleventh street and 
Sierra Madre street on what is now 
the property of the Foothill com- 
pany, the ditch going down thru 
about where lemons are now, on 
Eleventh street. 
Wheje the old 


Azusa reservoir was, the 
ditch 


branched and went in two direc- 
tions, the upper ditch following the 
approximate line of the Azusa Irri- 
gating company ditch. The other 
meandered off thru Azusa, and when 
I built my residence I found fche 
evidence of that-old ditch in exca- 
vating. It crossed Azusa avenue 
about where Broadway intersects it 
and went off in the Irwindale district 
in a southwest direction. 
. " That ditch at that time carried 
approximately 1700 miner's inches 
of water, and that 1700 inches was 
the basis for the division of the 
water of the San Gabriel river some 
years later. It is interesting to note 
that in 1854, there was a flour mill 
constructed over this ditch,, and a 
little later, a brick yard. 


FIBST OBANGES 


"The first oranges were grown 


about 1867, but prior to that the 
first water used, was on a vineyard. 
It was quite extensive, from the 
old Dalton homestead, which, by the 
way, is the hill where the old Citrus 
union high school was, and extended 
a little east to Murray Vosburg's 
home, and north to the present line 
of the Santa Fe railway. 


"I found that in 1869 a group of 


people got together and appointed a 
zanjero, and that his name was Po- 
ker Smith, known to some of you 
here. Then we have, from 187Q to 
the time of the compromise; agree- 
ment, continual trouble. But I want 
to revert for a moment to Henry 
Dalton. He was a very picturesque 
sort of man who gave his entire life 
trying to 'straighten out his own 
legal difficulties, and for nineteen 
years fought surveys and'lawyers, 
and ai the end of the nineteen years 
his 45,000 acres had disappeared, un- 


til we have today the only land 
ownership in the family is Joe Dal- 
ton with ten acres at the head of 
Azusa avenue, and Mrs. Cardwell, 
with five acres. It was due to mis- 
understandings and, in those days, 
records were not clear,- especially 
under the Spanish or Mexican regime, 
and also there was some question 
about the survey records of our own 
federal government at that time. 


THE COVINA COMPANY 


"In 1882 one of the most interest- 


ing developments was started, called 
the. Azusa Water Development and 
Irrigation company, which I will re- 
fer to from now on. as the Covina 
company. However, about 1882, there 
was a small group of men, whose 
names are quite familiar—Jordan, 
Preston, Dawson, Elliott, Daugherty 
—who formed what is known aa the 
'Old Builders.' They had a right to 
a portion of this 1700 inches, and it 
was thru them, came the Covina in- 
terest, and that was the reason that 
the Azusa Water Development and 
Irrigation company got a part of 
the original allotment of 1700 inches 
of San Gabriel river water. They 
acquired the rights of the Builders 
in crossing what was then the Slau- 
son ranch, now Mrs. McNeil's place, 
and valuable rights as far as" ditches 
were concerned. I want to read you 
an excerpt or two from the minutes 
of their meetings. A meeting of the 
settlers of Azusa township was call- 
ed for the purpose of consulting to- 
gether with reference to the import- 
ance of the San Gabriel river for an 
increased supply of water for irriga- 
tion, M. Baldridge, chairnwm;~.E, G. 
Griswold, secretary. On March 7th 
they came together. The records are 
silent as to how many were there, 
but at least ten or fifteen made mo- 
tio'ns as to what the name of the 
company should be. One of the very 
interesting suggestions • was this: 
" 'The Azusa Water Develop- 


ment Company for Irrigation and 
Manufacturing Purposes.' 
'' I find there were present at that 


meeting: Dan Keichard, Mr. Vaughn, 
J. ^D. Beardslee, E. B. Thompson, E. 
C. Griswold, and William Bowland. 
They decided the 'capital stock should 
be $6667.50, but that was a little 
strong, and at the next meeting they 
rescinded that act and put the stock 
at $5000. They had difficulty getting 
the 10 per cent required to incorpor- 
ate, and Mr. Vaughn started out for 
stock subscriptions. 


'' Next, they wanted to elect seven 


directors and had nineteen candi- 
dates. In the result of that election 
Daniel Beichard, present at today's 
meeting, stood at the head of the 
list. They were: Daniel Beichard, E. 
B. Thompson, Henry Dawson, E. B. 
Griswold, E. C. Griswold, M. Hatha- 
way, J. C. Eckles, J. B. Beardslee. 
The following meeting added Mr. 
Baldridge and Mr. Beeves. 


"I find that fall that Mr. Hatha- 


way resigned as director and Mr. 
Vaughn was elected on the board on 
October 11, 1882. Very shortly after, 
Mr. Elliott, Mr. Preston, J. O. Hou- 
ser and I. D. Houser were added. 


SHOTGUN DAYS 


"It went along under that name 


until, 1893, when the name of the 
company was changed to 'the Covina 
Irrigating, company, and the first di- 
rectors were H. E. Chesebro, A. P. 
Kerckhoff, J. K. Bashor, J. B. El- 
liott, J. H. Adams, C. H. Buddock, 
B. W. Dawson, I. D. Houser, F. M. 
Chapman. That was the beginning 
of trouble. When the people around 
Azusa and over in Duarte saw folks 
from Covina going up there to get 
some of that water, they wanted to 
know what it was all about, and 
rightfully so, too, because we all 
know water was the life of things 
at this time, aa it is now. They had 
trouble galore. They had a headgate, 
of course, to turn the water out, and 
they would defend it with shotguns 
and rifles and hickory clubs, etc. 
There-was so much trouble that all 
work was stopped. 
. "In the meantime, other companies 
organized. In Azusa, a company rep- 
resenting the Slauson interest, and 
the Azusa Agricultural company, and 
Azusa Irrigating company, represent- 
ing thei'Old Users,' etc. There con- 
tinued to be nothing but a seething 
hotbed of fighting, verbally and 
otherwise, until 1889, and on Janu- 
ary 28,1889, the so-called compromise 
agreement was completed and ex- 
ecuted. That was ono of the finest 
documents, certainly, ever written 
to control water, and it seems to me 
a fine example-of the result of a 
group of men with an honesty of pur- 
pose and a foresight into the future, 
to eomo together and say: 'Here, 
now, 
let's dear this thing ap, ,and 


clear it up on a proper basis.' And 


so the compromise -agreement was 
written. Men who are here today 
srern' instrumental in forming it, with 
,the Ityal advice of Judge Silent. 


DEVELOPMENT BEGINS 


"I find that prosperity and devel- 


opment along all lines of industry 
in this part of the San Gabriel val- 
ley followed from that time. The 
people who were interested in the 
compromise agreement, of course, 
were the individuals and water com- 
panies on this side of the river, to- 
gether with tho Duarte Mutual and 
the Beardslee company. From that 
time to this we have been in perfect 
accord so far as tho handling of tho 
water is concerned. 


"That compromise agreement brot 


into _boing the so-called 'Committee 
of Nine. ' The compromise agreement 
was not a decree of court, but was 
really the compromising act to clear 
up a suit that was pending in the 
superior wurt. This Committee of 
Nine has functioned, and functioned 
very well. I have had the privilege 
of being on it for fifteen or sixteen 
years. Mr. Elliott is our chairman; 


"Covina 
acquired 
Us 
original 


right in the 1700 inches thru taking 
over the rights of the 'Builders,' and 
supplying them, of course, with wa- 
ter. At that time they filed on the 
extra water over and above the 1700 
inches that was flowing in the river 
and by decree were allocated certain 
waters. 


POWEB CONDUIT 


"Another interesting thing: Along 


in 1898, the power company asked 
permission of the irrigators to de- 
velop power in that San Gabriel can- 
yon, 
and constructed that conduit 


ten miles in length from the mouth 
of the canyon to tho point of the lo- 
cation of the present headgate and 
agreed to deliver at tho power house 
into the ditches of the irrigators 90 
per cent of the water that came into 
the headgate^ Of course, their engi- 
neers were smart enough to know 
they would accumulate water all the 
way down and not have that 10 per 
cent loss. So they made a sale of 
that 10 per cent to the Covina com- 
pany for $70,000— a bargain for the 
Covina company, and an excellent 
deal for themselves. 


"We 
have men whose names 


should go down in history. Some I 
have mentioned today. Others who 
have lived on the west side of the 
river— Scott, Bowden, Elaine. Some 
of the names have come into the 
picture, of course, in more recent 
years— G. T. Brown, W. B. Powell 
etc. 
' 


BBUSH FLOODING 


"Twelve years ago, the Committee 


of Nine started brush flooding. In 
other words, in the spring, taking 
put water that could be spared from 
irrigation, and spreading it on the 
lands at the .mouth of the canyon 
increasing the flow of the wells in 
the valley by this underground 
storage. We have been able eve,ry 
year to put from 5000 to $14,000 or 
15,000 feet of water in the mouth 


' 
' 


Following that, the San Gabriel 


Protective association was organiz- 
ed,. and for some ten or eleven years 
we have operated from offices in 
Whittier. This Protective associa- 
tion is the finest example of the mea- 
sure of co-operative protective effort 
outside of the Committee of Nine 
that I have known anything about. 
At present we are accumulating en- 
gineering and legal data. 


"It makes no difference wheth- 


er or not, in the past, some of the 
water has flowed into the ocean. 
There is only one place to finally 
determine whether or not that 
water is waste, and that is after 
it empties into the sea. If Pasa- 
dena wants to go down there and 
get it, and bring it back, I 
should say that would be verv 
fine. 
"This valley from here to Long 


Beach is entitled to the water. We 
must use .every ounce of ability we 
can get to fight Pasadena or aay 
other municipality from coming in 
and getting this water. We have ap- 
proximately 75,000 acres agreed to 
come in on the expense of this fight 
at $1 per acre per year. It is fortu- 
nate, however, that 75,000 acres has 
to pay the expense of protecting 
150,000 acres. We are looking for- 
ward to the organization of this 
acreage into a district, whereby we 
will have the legal right to make 
assessments for this purpose."

Corporations are without souls, it used to be said, and 


few there were to contradict this statement. Great business 
enterprises too often neglected the men and women who made 
greatness possible. But the biggest and most successful cor- 
porations are the ones that do not forget. 


A railroad corporation like the Pacific Electric, employ- 


ing many hundreds of men, might dismiss the employes at 
the end of the shift without further thought.

the pleasure and comfort of the men of the red car lines, 
who pay thirty-five cents per month as total charge for all 
these comforts. Out of 5,100 men working on the system, 
4,800 are members of this club. 


Railroading is a hard game at best. Working cars and 


handling traffic is a real job, and calls for real men. Wages 
and hours are far better than they used to be, as is the case 
'in all businesses controlled by corporations, but hard work 
has not been eliminated, and never can be. This clubroom 
and theater is an indication of changing times and different 
viewpoints. Without question the company gets better ser- 
vice from the men because of the company attitude. There 
is cooperation in this idea. It comes nearer being human 
than was the casein the old days when some corporations 
figured a man as just a machine to wear out and throw into 
the discard.

Good News for the New Year—

Something like f two thousand acres still remaii ing in the 


E. J. "Lucky" Baldwin family, out of La PuenYe rancho, 
south of Covina, are to go on the market to be cut up into 
small holdings. This property, owned by the heirs of Clara 
Baldwin Stocker, is suitable for orchards, and for residential 
sites. The placing of this property on the market means 
much to Covina and the upper San Gabriel valley. 


At the same time it is announced that the great holdings 


of Anita Baldwin, Lucky Baldwin's other daughter, are to 
be sold as rapidly as is possible, including her private estates. 
She is to devote her time to travel and the study of music, 
it was revealed in news stories this week. 


When "Lucky" Baldwin died, some twenty years ago, all 


the land between Covina and Puente was in grain, and pretty 
poor grain, at^that. Dry farming was nothing to brag about 
in the way of returns. Just about the time he died, the deep- 
well pump was perfected, making possible the economical 
lifting of water from a depth of one hundred feet or more. 
The Baldwin lands were placed on the market, wells were 
put down, walnuts and oranges planted, and the entire area, 
with the exception of a few patches, and the high hills, be- 
came an orchard. Today it is the heaviest producing walnut 
area in the world. 


The veteran realtor, Mr. Service of Puente, who handled 


most of the land deals that brot about this transformation, 
is still on the job, and will conduct J:he sale of the remaining 
parcels of the old Baldwin rancho. The new and improved 
ranches that will be added to the acreage of the valley will 
be new wealth for the area. It will benefit the communities 
here, and benefit us all. This announcement of real estate 
activity on a large scale is one of the best pieces of news for 
the valley for the new year. 


More Care—Less Smoke— 


Floyd D. Young, government meteorologist in charge of 


the frost forecasting work at Pomona, is urging growers to 
use more care in smudging should it become necessary to 
heat the citrus groves this winter. Mr. Young also empha- 
sizes the fact that the fuel oil must be conserved, as there is 
not enough available to last thru an extended cold spell. 


Due to numerous complaints made in the past because 


of the heavy, thick, oil smoke that accompanies orchard heat- 
ing, commonly referred to as "smudging," Young is urging 
growers to pay more attention to condition of their pots 
when filling them, and is also asking that more care be given 
them when lighted to prevent smoking. 


Citrus fruits are benefitted in no way by smoke, accord- 


ing to Young. During the past summer hundreds of obsolete 
"garbage can" orchard heaters have been removed and mod- 
ern, high-stack heaters installed, which has done much to 
reduce the smoke menace. Continued effort to find a better 
heating substance than oil has brot no results, Young declar- 
ed, which makes the great problem confronting the grower 
that of getting a higher grade of oil and more attention to 
adjustment of the heaters.
